Council changes its mind 
after locals rally round 
to save well-loved pub

A mid the misery of pub closures across 
the East End, Limehouse’s Old Ship has 
weathered a storm that threatened its 
184-year existence. 

The watering-hole in Barnes Street started 
the year with its future in the balance after 
hearing its lease - owned by Tower Hamlets 
Council - was being put on the market. 

It has been a dismal time for the area’s pub 
scene, with 113 venues shutting their doors 
during the last five years, according to figures 
by trade consultant CGA Strategy. 

But after a dedicated fight by licensee John 
Fell, coupled with the support of the tavern’s 
locals and the kindness of strangers, the Old 
Ship has sailed into more tranquil waters with 
the offer of a new 15-year lease. 

East Londoner John, who used to run Bootys 
Riverside Bar in Narrow Street, said his regulars 
were “over the moon” at the news, and he 
hosted a celebratory party at the weekend. 

“I feel relieved and vindicated,” said the 
59-year-old, whose business is also his home. 

“We knew from day one we had a good case. 
The pub was built in 1829 and there’s a lot of 
history here - my grandparents drank here, 
and I come from the area. 

“It’s full of local people all the time and I put 
my flag up and said I’m not moving. 

‘You read everywhere pubs are 
closing down and being made into 
supermarkets and shops or homes and 
this is bucking that trend.” 

The licensee said the Limehouse 
community had thrown its weight 
behind the pub’s fight, generating 1,260 
signatures on a petition. 

Representatives from the Campaign 
For Real Ale (Camra), Stonewall charity 
and MEP Michael Cashman also offered 
their support. 

“It’s really strange, word got round 
that pubs were closing down and 
complete strangers pulled up in their

cars, and walked down from the DLR, and 
said ‘can we sign your petition?’ It was quite 
something. 

“Hopefully we can use this to get the place 
rock and rolling again.” 

Camra London Pubs adviser Dale Ingram 
said: “It’s wonderful news, not just for John 
but for pubs in crisis everywhere in 
London. Given we have lost so many 
pubs in east London, this is a particu¬ 
larly far-sighted piece of action on 
behalf of Tower Hamlets Council. 

“What Camra is now encouraging 
John to do is make an application for 
registration of the pub as an asset of 
community value. That should secure 
the pub land for community use.” 

A council spokesman said: 

“The council recognises the value 
pubs bring to support a cohesive 
community and the Old Ship is no 
exception as a well-established social 
venue.”

A 1,000 tonne tunnelling 
machine named Elizabeth 
has broken through into 
the Canary Wharf Crossrail 

station. 

Friday marked a milestone in the 
£14.8billion rail scheme, as the machine 
broke through 90ft underground into 
the Canary Wharf station box. The 
entire Crossrail project is now more 
than one-third complete. 

London Mayor Boris Johnson, who 
was in attendance to celebrate the 
achievement, said: “Many thought it 
would never happen, it seemed almost 
unimaginable, there were so many 
doubters. 

“With the arrival of this gigantic 
tunnelling machine here in Canary 
Wharf, we can be in no doubt it’s on its 
way. Aren’t you glad we didn’t stop? 
We kept digging and thank goodness 
we kept going.

PLANS for a community centre in 
Island Gardens Park have sparked 
concern among residents, who fear it 
could set a precedent for landowner 
Tower Hamlets Council to “hive off’ 
the Grade Il-listed site to developers. 

An application to install a portable 
building for “social welfare activities” 
is currently being considered by the 
authority. 

Agent Keystone Property 
Consultants Ltd, acting on behalf of 
the applicant, said the facility would 
operate 10am to 11pm. 

If given the green-light, activities 
on-site would be provided by a local 
community organisation and include 
health awareness, language classes, 
after-school tuition and seminars 
and meetings for those of different 
cultures and faiths. 

But those living on Saunders Ness 
Road, including Ray Lindsay, have 
been quick to strike up a petition. 

He said he thought the plans repre¬ 
sented a “misuse of the park”, with 
the earmarked land potentially being

“hived off for a completely different 
use”. 

He said: “It seems completely wrong. 
We would hope the council is a 
custodian, a safe pair of hands keeping 
the park safe. 

“Now it isn’t clear. Shouldn’t it 
be something suitable for the park 
or, even, just returning it to a park 
planted with flowers?” 

Alongside fellow campaigners, the 
group’s four-pronged attack focuses 
on the location, need and impact of 
the facility on the wider area. 

A statement from the council said 
the area was not listed. 

“Given the sensitive location of the 
site, the council is of the view that any 
development on the site would need to 
ensure that it did not have an adverse 
impact on the special character of the 
surrounding area,” it said. 

‘With regard to preserving its facil¬ 
ities, the council regularly reviews 
assets and land holdings within its 
portfolio with a view to identifying 
opportunities to dispose of properties 
and sites that are not held for specific 
service use.”

Chinese firm Advanced 
Business Park last week struck 
a deal with London Mayor 
Boris Johnson to carry out 
the redevelopment of the site 
at Royal Albert Dock, which 
covers 35 acres. 

It will include homes and 
offices, earmarked mainly 
for Asian firms, and was 
heralded as the capital’s third 
financial district, bringing tens 
of thousands of jobs to the 
capital. 

The news received the 
backing of the London Chamber 
of Commerce and Industry, 
with its chief executive Colin 
Stanbridge saying it put 
London in a prime position 
as a “world class business 
environment”. 

The development is set to be 
carried out in five phases, with 
the scheme opening in 2017 and 
fully completed by 2021/22. 

ABP’s chairman Xu Weiping 
told Reuters he was looking 
to see 70 per cent of the space 
sold to Asian companies. 

He said: “My vision is to 
develop a world class interna¬

S oftware giant Microsoft is 
backing a Limehouse charity to 
spearhead a new youth project 
spreading IT skills across east 
London. 

Streets Of Growth is one of 30 
centres across the country to be hand¬ 
picked to be a Microsoft IT Youth Hub, 
in a collaboration between the US firm 
and UK Youth. 

Teaching youngsters computing 
techniques and knowledge will be a 
priority for the organisation - which 
aims to reach Tower Hamlets residents 
aged 12 to 22 - with two, Bow-based IT 
champions Farhadul Islam and Shah 
Qureshi, taking on the teaching roles. 


Upgraded computer equipment has 
been installed in a dedicated room at 
the charity’s Chrisp Street base, with 
the young leaders set to teach their 
peers the nuts and bolts of IT. 

Youth worker Christina Hicks, 
co-ordinating the project at Streets Of 
Growth, said its east London location 
- within easy reach of Tech City and 
Canary Wharfs Level39 - was an ideal 
fit for the project. 

She said: ‘The most important thing 
for us is to reach as many young 
people as possible. 

‘That’s a massive ambition - that 
these young people can feel included 
in the technology that’s around them. 

‘There are lots of kids who get IT 
teaching at school but we are involved 
with young people who have become 
disengaged from school, and we want 
to provide access for them. 

“It’s so hard for young people to 
see adults doing a job but then can’t 
visualise getting into that profession. 

“If they see a person that’s only a 
couple of years older, then they think 
‘maybe I can do that’. 

“It makes it easier for young people 
to be inspired by other young people.

■ Venture investor Russ Shaw 
has set up Tech London Advo¬ 
cates to push the interests and 
concerns of the sector. 

■ He said: "I'm unashamedly 
positive about the way London 
is handling the tech scene.

West Ham resident Mary Flanagan, 
who worked part-time at Tate and 
Lyle and a Stratford opticians, left her 
home in Wallace Road for a New Year’s 
Eve party on December 31,1959. 

The 16-year-old never returned 
from the event and her disappearance 
remains unexplained. 

Det Chief Insp Dave Rock at Newham 
Police has undertaken a complete 
review of the case and is appealing 
for fresh information, on what is the 
month of Mary’s 70th 
birthday. 

“It is now over 50 
years since Mary disap¬ 
peared and her family 
have never given up 
I hope of finding her,” 
he said. 

‘We know Mary 
may have had a boyfriend called Tom 
McGinty at the time of her disap¬ 
pearance - it is key that we trace this 
man as he may be able to shed light on 
the events around New Year in 1960. 

“If Tom McGinty is still alive, I would 
appeal directly to him to make contact 
with me with any information he may 
have about Mary. I would also ask 
anyone who knew of Tom McGinty, or 
knows of his whereabouts now, to call 
our appeal number.” 

Mary was a “bright, friendly Irish 
girl” from a Catholic family. Her 
younger siblings Brenda, Eileen and 
Kevin are spearheading the search.

M ultimedia projections, 

movement, personal 
testimony and clowning 
come together in an imagi¬ 
native ensemble on stage at Greenwich 
Theatre, to convey a true story of an 
intriguing slice of history. 

In a piece of physical and visual 
theatre, experimental theatre group 
Idle Motion will teleport the audience 
back to the ’40s and the secretive 
tales of the cold huts of Station X at 
Bletchley Park, where thousands of 
men and women worked as code 
breakers during the Second World 
War. 

That Is All You Need To Know aims 
to tell us about humanity’s ability 
to solve the impossible, to crack the 
most complex of problems, and of 
the extraordinary people whose 
quiet work changed the course of 
our history, by integrating other 
mediums other than just using words 
and scripts. 


Producer and performer Grace 
Chapman, 25, said: “This is not a 
naturalistic style of theatre or a tradi¬ 
tional production. We are taking the 
subject matter and telling the story in 
a different way. 

“The play was created through a 
process of collaboration. We look at 
a story and decide what elements we 
want to tell and ask why it will be 
interesting to watch. 

“Scenes are improvised and very 
experimental and then we piece it 
together. 

“The theatre world has been using 
multimedia technology for a while - 
but it is a first for us - numbers and 
codes will pop up and be projected 
onto parts of the set for example. It 
adds an extra element and it gives it a 
certain surreality.” 

Idle Motion spend two thirds of 
the year on tour and the rest is spent 
producing, writing and rehearsing. 

With the support of Arts Council 



England its members are able to 
perform as their full-time jobs. 
Over the past five years the group 
has devised works through play, 
workshops and improvisation. 

Ms Chapman describes their work 
as “filmatic” and said: “My role is a 
female code breaker called Lottie, 
an intelligent woman who works 
tirelessly listening to the Germans. 

“She then struggles to keep it all a 
secret and go back to her normal life 
after the war. 

“The women that worked at 
Bletchley Park achieved so much but 


then were not allowed to tell anyone 
about it. 

“It’s a story of the people who 
helped save our country. Audiences 
can learn about a part of our history 
that was kept secret for far too long, 
in a visually stunning and enter¬ 
taining way. 

“There is authenticity to this tale, 
as well as being funny, insightful and 
told differently to how most would 
have seen at the theatre before.”

1 visited the Liberace Museum in 
Las Vegas in the ’90s, years after 
he had died of Aids in 1987. Amid 
the trinkets, sequins and pianos, 
statues and bling, two very nice ladies 
- volunteers or curators, I guessed - 
were at pains to point out how not gay 
Liberace was. 

They had him pegged as an asexual 
mummy’s boy who had never found 
the right woman, an image the pianist 
himself was at pains to project. 

This film - brash, naughty, 
endearing - is the shameless antidote 
to the years of lies and cover-ups. Not 
only was Liberace gay but he was 
heavily sexualised, resorting to porn, 
peep shows and impromptu pleasure 
seeking. 

The film is brimful of waspish 
one-liners, bitching and innuendo. But 
director Steven Soderbergh has done 
a remarkable job, digging through 
layers of fabulous fabrication to find 
two authentic human beings. 

Liberace (Michael Douglas) met dull 
animal wrangler Scott Thorson (Matt 
Damon) back stage in 1977, eyeing him 
lasciviously through the apertures 
left by his plastic surgeon. There is 
wicked fun to be had as the grotesque 
lures the country boy to his whirlpool 
baths and turns him with opulence 
and charm till he’s dizzy. 

He wants to bed him, father him, 
re-build him in his own image and 
he does all three assisted by a coterie 
of hangers-on and some crude 
re-modelling of the boy’s face to 
make this Ken fit for Liberace’s Barbie 
dreamhouse.

With unprecedented access to 
previously unseen archive footage, 
acclaimed film-maker Shane

Years pass and awe becomes famili¬ 
arity.

What is special about Soderbergh’s 
masterly mix of comedy and heart¬ 
break is the reminder that, for all 
his fey ways, Liberace was a man of 
immense talent and kindness. 

Easy to depict him as a cartoon or 
a buffoon. Easy to trace the decline of 
his relationship with Scott as the end 
of another vanity project. Easy to prod 
at the hypocrisy of their faux-lives 
and dismiss them as Hollywood fakes. 

But their relationship was real, 
meaningful and, madly, considering 
the pomp and pretension of his 
lifestyle, recognisably down-to-earth. 

From his hairless trysts in the tub 
to his dying days with Aids, Michael 
Douglas gives a rousing, heart-

In what is essentially an expensive 
vanity project he tries, and fails, to 
elevate his son to leading man status 
in this big budget sci-fi adventure 
that represents another failure by 
director M Night Shyamalan. 

Father and son are stranded on a 
planet that has returned to nature 
and hell-bent in ensuring they never 
leave. 




warming portrayal of the candelabra 
king of kitsch while muscular Matt 
Damon is deliciously befuddled and 
confused by his hedonist’s cocktail. 

A tranche of recognisable faces 
become ’70s Mr Potato Heads - big 
moustaches, big glass, big hair. Rob 
Lowe’s hyper-tanned, fixed grin plastic 
surgeon is a hoot. 

The film ends, not on a low note, 
with Liberace flair which is a fitting 
tribute to Mr Showmanship. 

“I love to give people a good time,” 
he says. Soderbergh understands the 
sentiment thoroughly.

T he Manhattan law firm of Lawson 
and Brown has a new employee. 
She’s black, talented, pretty, 
young and (obviously) a woman. 

Which of those adjectives are 
acceptable, if any? And what of 
Lawson and Brown themselves. Is it 
obvious which one is black and, if so, 
does it matter? 

It does to wealthy (and, sadly, 2D) 
Charles Strickland (Charles Daish) 
because he’s dumped his (Jewish) 
lawyer and opted for this feisty 
practice because he’s a white guy 
accused of raping a black woman and 
he needs all the help he can get. Is that 
OK? Can he ever be found guilty in a 
country driven to extremes by guilt 
and shame? 

These are the spiky questions that 
David Mamet poses in his combative 
dissection of race and prejudice. 

“As a Jew I will relate there is

nothing a non-Jew can say to a Jew 
on the subject of Jewishness that is 
not patronising, upsetting or simply 
wrong. I assume the same holds true 
among African-Americans,” he says. 

And so Jack Lawson (Jasper Britton) 
and Henry Brown (Clarke Peters) 
wrestle with the pros and cons of 
winning and losing with their high- 
profile client. 

This is set about with the muscular 
to and fro that makes Mamet such a 
compelling master craftsman. Lawson 
is rich in rhetoric and loquacious guile, 
Brown is more forensic - and bruised 
- and the two charismatic actors relish 
the urgency and importance of their 
discourse. 

But, shocks aside (and a-plenty), 
little new is uncovered and prejudices 
barely budge amid the brutal sparring. 
Even enigmatic ingenue Susan (Nina 
Toussaint-White) is ultimately as 
jaded, tricksy and weary as the old 
guard. 

Exciting, compelling and provoc¬ 
ative, yes. Progressive and enlight¬ 
ening, sadly no.

In pursuit of sublime 
sherry, Douglas 
Blyde travels to Jerez 
and is inspired by 
its vibrant flavours 


I f it swims, drink Fino, if it flies, 
drink Amontillado, and if it 
walks, drink Oloroso,” advises 
sage sherry aficionado Jeremy 
Rockett. 

We shelter from rays in the cool, 
aromatic heart of the Andalucian 
bodega, Gonzalez Byass. 

The open temple-like building by 
Gustave Eiffel is the most distinctive 
structure in the vast working cellar- 
cum-sherry theme park. 

Jerez, in Cadiz, midway between the 
sea and the mountains, is famous for 
horse-breeding, an annual motorcycle 
Grand Prix, bullfights (a poster depicts 
Cyclone Of Jerez, matador, Juan Jose 
Padilla, who lost an eye and an ear in 
fight but did not retire) and 30 bodegas 
devoted to sherry and brandy. 

Indeed, the current Castilian title 
came by way of the Arabs who called 
it “Sherish”. Some of the city’s cobbled 
streets have been adopted into this 
bodega, now shaded by a canopy of 
Palomino vines. 

Deeper within the bodega are 
barrels at slumber. Their blackened 
ends have been annotated by aficio¬ 
nados including Orson Welles, who 
famously advertised another sherry 
brand, Margaret Thatcher, who wrote 
it was “the finest sherry in the world” 



and words from writer and filmmaker, 
Jean Cocteau. 

Founded by a former bank teller 
in 1835, Gonzalez Byass was the first 
exporter of sherry wine.

Maintaining the many styles in 
production today is winemaker 
Antonio Flores, who proudly claims 
to have “never spat out sherry”.

The city must be one of Europe’s 
sweetest-smelling. Enticing wafts of 
orange blossom, fat cigars and even 
fried churros seem to emanate from 
every corner. 

The market provides the most 
spectacular olfactory assault, however. 
Here, an old peasant lady smilingly 
sentries the entrance, 
retrieving live 

shrimps that momen¬ 
tarily escape her 
small stall, while hake 
offer coral-red gills 
exposed to demon¬ 
strate freshness.

slick, slight mullets, bear convincing 
frontages made of plywood. 

Marquees with live music extend 
beyond. Revellers are perpetually 
refreshed with jugs of “Tiojito” (Tio 
Pepe, mint and Sprite) and slithers 
of salt-cured acorn-fed ham and day 
segues into night and eventually, for 
those with the stamina, day again. 

Although Jerez has been described 
as the most financially impoverished 
city in the country, the millions of 
bulbs that blink on cause me to draw 
comparison with Oxford Street. 

Guided tours of Gonzalez Byass 
are 10 euros including tastings and 
winery train.

AMSTERDAM 


Decade of work 
has made the 
Rijksmuseum 
a must, writes 

Sarah Marshall 

B icycles jingle and clat¬ 
ter across red-brick 
bridges - some carry¬ 
ing “wheelbarrows” 
filled with children, others 
with passengers riding side¬ 
saddle on the back. 

While locals confidently 
tear through the streets at 
ferocious speed, a group of 
tourists riding convoy pedal 
nervously, hand signalling 
every turn. 

Canals are equally busy with 
boats gently slicing through 
the sun-dappled water, while 
on land riverside bars have 
strewn blankets and cushions 
over concrete ledges to create 
surprisingly inviting daybeds. 

Window boxes are bursting 
with sunset-orange flowers, 
the tulip season is in full 
swing, and spring has arrived 
in Amsterdam. 

This lively snapshot of a city 
in motion could very easily 
have been a subject for Dutch 
Master Rembrandt, whose 
works of art still capture the 
heart and soul of the Dutch 
capital. 

At the beginning of 
April, national gallery the 
Rijksmuseum, home to the 
world’s largest collection 
of Rembrandt paintings, 
reopened to the public after 
an epic 10-year renovation, 
which perhaps also explains 
why the streets are so busy. 

Costing £300million, it’s 
set to make Amsterdam one 
of this year’s most exciting

city break propositions. From 
the outside, the building has 
been restored to its gleaming 
1885 glory, but inside Spanish 
architects Cruz y Ortiz have 
diverted the path of a canal to 
create a light-filled auditorium 
- a palette-cleansing intro¬ 
duction to the shades of grey, 
dark and light that leap from 
the masterpieces housed 
within. 

For the first time, the 
museum’s 8,000-plus artefacts 
have been displayed in 
chronological order, including

religious panels from the 
Middle Ages right through to 
a newly-acquired Mondrian- 
inspired dress by designer 
Yves Saint Laurent. 

But the real showpiece is 
Rembrandt’s Night Watch, an 
intriguing work that hints 
at many untold stories and 
which depicted ground¬ 
breaking realism in its day. 

The colossal 363cm by 
437cm painting sits at the 
end of a long corridor lined 
with Vermeers and works 
from the 17th century Golden 
Age, and it’s as if not only the 
entire collection but also the 
Rijksmuseum itself was built 
around this one focal point. 

It’s clear, that with this latest 
artistic offering Amsterdam 
has further cemented itself 
as a great proposition for a 
cultural getaway.

S uch is Britain’s love for cycling 
that never mind the likes of 
Wiggins and Cavendish, even 
the sport’s presenters have fan 
clubs.

embarrassed. I’m not sure if those 
who set it up are taking the miclc but 
I’ve met them and they seem lovely 
people.” 

Let’s assume the International Ned 
Boulton Fan Club is serious - because 
after two years of adulation, the 
manufacture of Ned badges and over 
600 followers of the club on Twitter, 
let alone the 40,000 who are following 
his real account, it most probably is.

par with archery and lcabaddi” to 
“something B-list like tennis”. 

It’s that rise that led him on a 
journey to find out how we got here, 
the topic of his second book, On The 
Road Bike. 

It sees him travel far and wide - 
usually on two wheels - to speak 
to the unsung heroes in the sport’s 
history in a bid to educate himself as 
much as the reader. 

“I’ve travelled the same journey of 
discovery as millions of others have 
over the last few years,” said Ned. “We 
loved cycling as a kid, refound it as an 
adult and started watching it on TV. In 
my case I was working, but gradually 
I became obsessed with it. 

“As a country we’ve discovered a 
passion for cycling we didn’t know we 
had. We may have invented football, 
rugby and cricket, but we definitely 
didn’t invent cycling, which is really a 
sport from places like Belgium, France 
and Italy.” 

It’s a passion boosted by the fact 
Britain is leading in almost every disci¬ 
pline at the moment. And that success 
isn’t a new thing for these islands, as 
Ned found. 

“I spoke to many British people from 
their 60s to their 90s who devoted 
their lives to the sport but were never 
appreciated in their own country,” he 
said. 

‘Two men stick in my mind, both 
coincidentally called Tommy Godwin 
and both now dead. One, who only 
recently died, won two bronzes in 
the 1948 Olympics at the Herne Hill 
velodrome. He was fascinating to meet 
and loved the science of the sport. 

‘The other holds a world 
record that will never be 
beaten because the Guinness 
Book Of Records believes the 
challenge is too dangerous to 
be attempted. He cycled over 
75,000 miles in less than a 
year - that’s over 200 miles a 
day.”

lifiYiim Gold medallist wishes dad well as he bids to row round Britain without stopping, writes Kay Lockett

■ GB Row 2013 is the world's toughest 
rowing race - an epic 2,000 miles non-stop 
around Britain's coast. 

■ More people have walked on the surface 
of the moon than have rowed non-stop 
around Britain. 

■ The fastest time the route has been 
tackled in is 26 days, 21hrs, 14mins. 

■ The crews are not allowed to tie up at 
any port during their journey. 

■ They must carry all their own food and 
water on board. 

■ Each boat has a machine to turn seawater 
into fresh for drinking. 

■ In 2010 a team of four women, skippered 
by Belinda Kirk, set a Guinness World 
Record by becoming the first females in 
history to complete the 2,000-mile journey 
in 51 days, 16hrs, 42mins. 

■ They were racing against a team of men 
who were forced to give up at Land's End. 

■ After leaving Tower Bridge crews can go 
clockwise or anti-clockwise around Britain. 

■ No team has yet gone anti-clockwise up 
the North Sea and down the Irish Sea. 

■ At its widest, the main hull of Hallin 
Marine (Team Hallin's boat) is just three feet

B listered bottoms, sore limbs, 
cramp, sleep deprivation 
and sharing a toilet bucket 
are just some of the tough 
challenges facing four rowers who 
aim to break a world record this 
month. 

But the four adventure seekers say 
the physical demands are only a small 
part of the challenge - it’s the mental 
struggle that is the difficult element 
when rowing non-stop for 2,000 
miles as part of GB Row Challenge. 

Team Hallin set off from Tower 
Bridge on June 1, in an attempt to 
break the world record for a non-stop 
circumnavigation of the UK, which 
will take around 26 days. 

The team are no strangers to the 
water, and with London Olympic 
gold medal-winning rower Sophie 
Hosking as their biggest supporter 
- and daughter of the skipper - they 
aim to win the challenge prize of 
£100,000, which will be donated to 
Combat Stress, a UK charity special¬ 
ising in the care of veterans’ mental 
health. 

Speaking as the teams gathered in 
Rotherhithe before the race, Sophie, 
27 said: “They are very brave and I 
couldn’t see myself doing it - this is a 
whole different ball game to winning 
an Olympic medal. 

“Dad has rowed across the Atlantic 
before and I remember when I was 
going through a period of some 
really tough and painful training, I 
kept thinking that however hard it 
was - at least I can sleep in my own 
bed at the end of a tough day. 

“They can’t. It’s an incredibly 
difficult challenge, just the sheer 
endurance that is involved is 
impressive.” 

The gold medallist had some tips 


for her Dad and his crew. She said: 
“Just focus on the moment and don’t 
look too far ahead. 

“A good rower needs a thorough 
understanding of how to propel a 
vessel in the water but mostly needs 
to be able to endure being uncom¬ 
fortable for long periods of time and 
be able to work through the pain. 

“You need overall total body 
strength and particularly strong 
legs and back, but also you need to 
be mentally prepared for the task 
ahead.” 

Retired Naval Officer David 
Hosking MBE, 58, and his three team 



mates Neil Ward, 42, Julian Bellido, 28, 
and Stuart Chamberlayne, 22, hope to 
win the prize money for a charity 
close to their hearts. 

David served in the Royal Navy for 
35 years and, during the Falklands 


War, his ship, HMS Glamorgan, was 
hit by an Exocet missile, killing 14 
sailors. 

In the aftermath he witnessed 
many of his crew suffering psycho¬ 
logically. 

He said: “Combat Stress is a great 
charity because they are there for 
veterans in time of need. 

“There are many charities and help 
is available for those with physical 
injuries but few that deal with 
mental health problems suffered by 
war veterans. 

“I have always loved a good 
adventure, I retired from the Navy 


five years ago and now the world 
is my oyster. We have a good crew 
and boat and are hoping for good 
weather - that is the only aspect we 
can’t control.” 

After starting at Tower Bridge on 
Saturday, seven teams will attempt 
to row non-stop and unassisted 
from the City, around Land’s End, 
up to John O’Groats and back to the 
capital. 

To beat the current 26-day record, 
the winning crew will have to 
average about 80 miles a day.

B ack in 1850 it was a beauti¬ 
ful gatehouse at Woolwich 
Arsenal. These days Foundry

Q l recently placed my 

property on the market to 
sell with one of my 
agents. Only two weeks into the 
process I have realised that they 
are incompetent and absolutely 
not the right agent for the job. 
The only trouble is I have signed 
their terms of business for a 
12-week period. Is there 
anything I can do to get them to 
release me from the contract 
given how unhappy I am with 
their service? 


A When it comes to 

choosing an agent to sell 
your property I can't stress 
enough how important it is to do 
your homework before signing 
on the dotted line. 

Your property is likely to be 
your largest single asset so it's 
worth taking a little time over 
who is going to represent you 
when it comes to selling. 

Instructing the right agent 
from the outset is crucial because 
once that property goes live it 
is available to an audience of 
thousands of potential buyers 
online. 

Your home 
is being 
showcased by 
this agent, so 
it's important 
the photo¬ 
graphs are 
professional. 
A high 
calibre 

photographer can work magic 
on even the most normal looking 
room in the house and good 
lighting and wide angle lenses 
can make your property look 100 
times better. 

If your agent is already letting 
you down in week two then you 
have made the wrong decision. 

You will need to have a look 
at the small print to see if there 
is anything you can do but, 
depending on how long ago you 
signed the document, you may 
still be in the cooling-off period 
any credible agent will have 
inserted into the contract. 

Most agency agreements 
are for anything between 8-16 
weeks initially and some have a 
28-day notice period too so you 
do need to investigate what you 
have signed. 

Sole selling rights is not so 
prevalent today but beware of 
this type of agency agreement 
as it means that even if you sold 
your house privately, your agent 
would be perfectly within their 
rights to charge you a fee.

Throw things together 
in a mismatched mess 


Gabrielle Fagan talks country retreats with interior designer to the 
stars Nicky Haslam as he shows her round his secluded residence 


I t would be easy to assume 
that Nicky Haslam, an interior 
designer with a global reputation, 
might possess a home suited to 
the pages of celebrity magazines. 

The type of place that speaks more 
of ostentation and status than style. 
But it’s obvious on first sight of his 
enchanting house that nothing could 
be further from the truth. 

Nestling discreetly in rolling 
countryside and surrounded by 
forests of oak and chestnut trees, the 
16th century hunting lodge was once 
used by King Henry VII as a resting 
place from the chase. 

It was here Henry’s eldest son, 
Arthur, Prince of Wales, met his fiancee, 
Catherine of Aragon and, when he died 
shortly after their wedding, Catherine 
married his brother - the future King 
Henry VIII. 

None of that mattered to Haslam, 
who first set eyes on the Hampshire 
property as he stood in a clearing by 
the nearby lake and fell in love with 
“the fairytale facade of this rose-pink, 
brick-gabled folly glinting in the 
evening sun”.

Nearly four decades on he’s 
transformed a formerly neglected 
warren of small, bare rooms into an 
English country home that is unself¬ 
consciously grand. 

Describing the house in his new 
book Folly De Grandeur, he calls it 
“an untidy jewel”, and its charm and 
character gives an insight into the life 
of this extraordinary man. 

The high-profile clients who have 
used his talent over the last 50 years 
include Rod Stewart, Mick Jagger, 
Charles Saatchi, Lord Andrew Lloyd- 
Webber and Rupert Everett. 

As a legendary party-goer and giver, 
Haslam has also designed countless 


events, including many for the Prince 
of Wales. 

With each commission he creates 
decor uniquely reflecting a client’s 
taste, lifestyle and location. But he 
says, self-deprecatingly, as he invites 
me inside his own house: “It’s been a 
joy for nigh on 40 years to furnish 
and decorate this romantic home. But 
it would be hopeless to pretend that 
my style, at home, is anything but a 
hodgepodge of the things I love. 

“It’s an amalgamation of bits and 
pieces, some things inherited, some 
discovered in far-flung markets, or 
the dusty corners of antique shops, 
several impulse buys that I’ve never 
regretted and many presents from 
friends.” 

■ Get the look 

Haslam has put together a number 
of tips in his book, aimed at helping 
aspiring designers to ape his laid back 
style. 

He suggests avoiding a rigid 
mix-and-match approach and 
adopting an artistic “mismatch and 
muddle” instead. 

On colour he says: ‘White, brown

So Affordable 
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and red variations with greys to pinks 
and all shades of beige work in any 
setting. They are most flattering to the 
human complexion. 

“A touch of red is essential in every 
room as it makes all the other colours 
sing. 

“White porcelain and white table 
linen work well with displays of 
flowers, fruit, vegetables or even 
books for an interesting table setting.” 

For rooms lacking light he says: 
“Rather than trying to use light colours 
in a futile attempt to brighten a space, 


opt instead for dark, rich colours to 
conjure warmth and cosiness. 

“Beef up the scale of wall-coverings 
in small spaces to pull a scheme 
together because small patterns tend 
to trail away to nothing.” 

In the kitchen he recommends the 
introduction of a “large chopping 
board, made to measure, to cover a 
double sink” with the aim of extending 
the work surface space and hiding 
debris from cooking preparation. 

In the bedroom he says: “Pale blue 
and green can give a fresh feeling but 


the hardest colour to use is yellow, 
which doesn’t make a room feel sunny 
but merely soaks up dull light from 
outside. 

“Strips of wallpaper border hung 
vertically can bring height and colour 
to plain walls. 

“I firmly believe houses have a voice 
and a soul. You have to listen to that 
voice - they will wince if one treats 
them cavalierly.”
